DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Trie status of the 
parent application cited on the first page of the specification needs to he updated to the current 
status of the application. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the hasis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person sna 11 be entitled to a patent unless - 

(L) tne invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in tkis country, more tkan one year prior to tke date of application for patent in tne United States. 

3. Claims 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(h) as heing anticipated by Drake et 
al. 

The device as claimed is disclosed by Drake et al with a flexure system 10, a body 17, and 
a pre-calibration stage 12 coupled to the flexure system with the body being coupled to the flexure 
system to move in response to movement caused by the pre-calibration system which positions the 
body to extend parallel to a sub-portion of the surface 20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 12-20, 28-34 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 37-45 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of tke base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Watson ('001) and Watson ('107) show a flexure system connected to a pre- 
calibration stage and body.
